For over Iwo monllni 
they have been unable to g^t live fish to 


•urteen yoaia Havana; they all die on reaching the

The smack Georp'e Storrs, Captain Zeb 
Allen, attempted t» run to the westward 
In hopes of escaping th. deadly watirs 
and when lifty miles west of Torlugas, 
hi tweiity-llve fathoms water, lost his 


side of wliole faro of lisb ia a very short Urn* 


He describes Ihe poisoned water lo tbo 
south and wrst ot him as far as be could 
seo. The largest fish, such as shark, 
ew-flsh and Inrllc, were lloaliug around 
bis vessel, lie pointed his vessel easl- 
wiird and enlered our port on Tuesdi y 
lust, almost disgusted. On Saturday 
last the water had appeared near the 
Norlhwest .Llght-house, wilh ils Ibou- 
sands of doud fish, floating like turfs of 
cotlon over the sea. On Monday aad 
Tuesday ihe water was dotted with de»d 
1'ortugiiesc men-of-war, but not until 
Wednesday did ihe dead D»h appear in 
sight. The stratus of dark reddish wa- 
lor passed through our island channels 
currying OH ils surface (tab, of all kinds 
-many of them ot the largest specimens 
of sharks, jew.flsh, bsrracouta, grouper 
grunts, interspersed with a few frestl 
water varieties, such as the mud-eels 
bull-head catfish, breern, perch, etc' 
The fresh water flab, ecl». elc., an> found 
In great abundance in Lake Okeecho- 
bee, Klsslmraee river and Fish-Enting 
creek, As these dead Ush approached 
our wharves the stench, became almost 
intolerable, and many plans were at 
tempted and suggested to keep them in 
tide water. Had this occurred iu the 
heat of summer a plague musl have fol- 
lowed, U is even yet feared. Thetlsh 
nre dying In oar harbor, and no one 
knows where this gn-m evil will slop. 
Our iwople are large llsh eaters, and if 
deprived of. this cheap cUs of food 
there must necessarily bo much suiter- 
ing.
